Ground was broken last week 
for the construction of two new 
buildings on the siie of the south 
parking lot. Both are two-storied

contracts for the building of the 
structures estimated to cost over 
one million dollars 

The fenced parking lot 
is the site of general cl room 
building number four. It will pro- 
vide 20 classrooms for students 
and offices for 54 faculty mem- 
bers. 

On the lot immediately east of 
this site, power equipment has 
leveled the land in preparation 
for the new life science building. 
This two-story addition to the 
campus will contain eight.

And so another week passes, and still no action from 
the board of justice. 

Despite gentle urgings from both Attorney General Ed 
Freidberg and The Hornet, the Sacramento State Col- 
lege board of justice has not yet informed Wayne Johnson 
that charges have been brought against him. 

As pointed out last week in the editorial column of The 
Hornet, Freidberg has returned an indictment against 
Johnson, charging him with actions detrimental to the As- 
sociated Students arising from an incident on the Nevada 
rooters train trip. It was also pointed out that this in- 
dictment was in the hands of Chief Justice Don Baxter 
during the last week in November. 








The time lag between the charge and any possible 
trial has now passed the five week mark, It is becoming 
more and more obvious that the board does not intend to 
hold a trial at alli—a direct violation of the ASSSC con- 
stitution. 

The constitution says that the board of justice must 
hear all cases brought to it by the attorney general. Bax- 
ter himself, in regard to another case, told The Hornet, 
“We have to hear the case if the attorney general prose- 
cutes, we have no choice.” Apparently Baxter has since 
forgotten his constitutional bonds. 

This lack of regard for the constitution is not a new 
one with Baxter. It will be remembered that last year, 
he was found guilty of a constitutional violation while jun- 
ier class representative to the Student Council. After his 
conviction on the charge, he was able to stall long enough 
that the sentence was never carried out. 

Apparently the psychology of setting the fox in charge 
of the chicken house is faulty—it has not reduced the 
mortality rate among chickens, In short, Baxter has no 
more regard for the constitutien when he is the avowed 
guardian of it then he ever had—which is precious little. 


Fair minded students should not let this matter rest. 
Tinney should hound the board of justice until some action on 
this matter is forthcoming. To allow the board to shirk 
its duty in this manner is to allow it to make a mockery 
of itself. 

This could be a great year for student government at 
SSC—but not if the board of justice continues to drag its 
feet.

This will 
make the fourth of the year for SSC—and the first semester 
isn’t even over yet.

Any coed 
who really wants to can be elected queen of something dur- 
ing her four years at SSC.

Quietly, orderly, and almost 
anticlimactically last Monday 
afternoon, Student Council made 
perhaps the most important de- 
cision of the year. Council de- 
cided, first of all, not to forego 
the annual picnic in favor of an 
open house type of event. The 
all-college picnic they decided, is 
a tradition which has inherent 
worth in that it is capable of pro- 
moting a good deal of friend- 
ship and good feeling among stu- 
dents, faculty and staff. We must 
note that the idea of an open 
house struck immediate response 
in the council. Fully realizing the 
importance of an open house to 
our prestige and friendship in 
the community, and aware in ad- 
dition that no truly representa- 
tive open house can be had which 
does not include the students as 
well as the faculty, the ASSSC 
pledged its support in all its de- 
partments and activity areas for 
the joint open house being 
planned for this spring. 

Let us return to the immediate 
problem which confronted coun- 
cil. They had determined that the 
picnie was a worthwhile endea- 
vor: the next question was sim- 
ply where to have it-—-here or at 
Elk Grove. After a short debate 
a motion to have the picnic at 
Elk Grove passed unanimously. 

Tne swift passage of the mo 
tion plus the large number of ob- 
servers at the council meeting in- 
dicated but one thing an expres- 
sion of student opinion about the 
picnic. It was clear that the stu- 
dents as they expressed them- 
selves throveh their vepresenta- 
lives preferred to have the picnic 


at Elk Grove. Admittedly, picnic 
facilities on campug are limited 
and inconvenient: Elk Grove 


Park is unquestionably a better 
all-around pienie area. 


Our representatives in Coun- 
cil have done their jobs. Con- 
scientiousliv and honestly, they 


have attempted to represent us 
as we have asked to be repre- 
sented. They have done their jobs 
well: now we must look to our 
job. If we want to he represent 
ed, we must be willing to accept

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Young engineer 
pioneers new ways 
to use x-ray 


A new x-ray inspection system which intensi- 
fies an x-ray image more than 10,000 times in 
brightness and transmits it to a conventional 
TV screen has been developed recently by 
General Electric. When perfected, it may en- 
able medical specialists to perform “long-dis- 
tance” diagnosis on patients in remote areas. 
One of the principal men who developed x-ray 
television — called TVX for short — is Dr. John 
E. Jacobs, Manager of the Advanced Develop- 
ment Laboratory of General Eleetric’s X-Ray 
Department in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


Jacobs’ Work Is Important, Responsible 


As an electronics specialist, Dr. Jacobs’ work 
in the past has been devoted to the study of © 
photoconductors—substances whose properties 
change under the influence of radiation — and 
the use of x-ray in industrial inspection. This 
in turn led to his development of the x-ray- 
sensitive camera tube used in TVX. 

His present administrative duties with the 
Advanced Development Lab allow him more 
time for teaching others what he has learned. 
He now teaches the second-year graduate course 
at Northwestern in vacuum-tube networks, and 
has recently been named McKay Visiting Pro- 
fessor for 1957 by the University of California 
at Berkeley, where he will give a two-week 


series of lectures on photoeonduction.

Sacramento's Hornets should take second place althourh 
the teams in the conference seem to be fairly evenly 
matched. The Green and Gold's chief obstacle to overcome 
is the lack of consistency which hurts particularly in con- 
ference play, where one loss usually means the difference. 

The Hornets would have a good chance of upsetting the 
Wolfpack in at least one of the games if they were to play 
anvwhere but on the Nevadans home floor. This is also the 
first year of playing together for many of the Hornets and 
the teamwork leaves something to be desired. 

Third place seems to be a tossup between San Fran- 
cisco State and Chico State. The Gators from the bay area 
usually have a strong team but they didn’t show it last 
weekend in their conference openers with Cal Aegies. The 
Gators won the first game by one point and the second 
game by four points. 

Gene Maxey, Chico coach, usually follows the practice 
of bringing his teams around slowly, but this year he had 
better hurry as his Wildcats may fall by the wayside. Chico 
has a young team consisting mostly of ex-Chico highschool- 
ars. The Chicoans have plaved together for many years and 
thev usually have good teamwork, but this also contributes 
to a weakness. An outsider sometimes has trouble breaking 
into the clique. 

Humboldt State, one of last year’s cochampions was 
heavily hurt by graduation and this vear’s team is young 
but according to reports they have some good potential and 
are canable of upsetting the applecart in almost any game. 

In my estimation the dark horse is the Cal Aggies. Pre- 
season prognostications all pointed to the Aggies as virtually 
a cinch te occupy the FWC cellar but after the results of 
the San Francisco State games last week it appears that 
thev might have more than was expected, They are led by

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Mother of Three Defies All Odds, 
Finds Education Can Be Fun, Too 


Some people will defy all odds 
to get a college degree.

Mrs. Betty Martin, senior Eng- 
lish major at Sacramento State 
College, has hurdled all these 
barriers and is proud of it. 

Moved By Boredom 

Mrs. Martin comely mother of 
three boys, the oldest 15, frankly 
admits she started her college 
education out of boredom. 

“I am not organization mind 
ed,” she says, “and hate anything 
athletic.

After raising her children to 
the point where they could care 
for themselves, Betty started a 
few courses at Sierra Junior Coi 
lege.

Really Covers Ground 

When she transferred to SSC 
she had to commute 120 miles 
a day from her home in Grass 
Valley.

“Besides being a lot of extra 
work on top of daily household 
chores,” says the alert, blonde 
mother, “college presents a real 
challenge for a mother of three 
school-aged boys. The boys do 
pretty well in their school work 
This makes competition around 
the home pretty keen when re- 
port card time comes around.”
